T is getting more and more obvions each

entry was, the fact that only eight or ten 
players entered for the Women’s Singles 
made it almost a farce for an Irish champion- 
ship, while the Mixed Doubles entry was 
even smaller.

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DESTITUTION IN BELFAST. 


The increase of destitution in Belfast is 
illustrated by the records of the Board of 
Guardians. KRecently there has been a 
rapid soaring of the number of claimants 
for special outdoor relief, as provided by 
the Exceptional Distress Act of 1928. 
Within the last four months the rate ol 
expenditure under this head has risen 
from £12,350 per annum to £20,080 per 
annam, and it is expected that -thtse 
figures will be exceeded «greatly. The 
number of persons making application for 
this particular form of relief during the 
past month was 238, as compared with 
only twenty-four for 'the corresponding 
period of last year. 

The guardians are deeply concerned re- 
garding the situation, and various relief 
works are being carried out in co- 
operation with the Corporation; but 
hundreds of men are available for whom 
jobs cannot be found. At present there 
are 2,277 people in the workhouse, which 
is just two more than atethe corresponding 
period of Jast year; but, in regard to 
special relief work, the story is vastly 
different. Last vear there were 116 cases 
concerning 506 persons. but for the cur- 
rent week there are 499 cases involving 
2,235 persons, and the problem of finding 
“work or maintenance’’ is a difficult cne 
for the poor law authorities. 


NEWSAGENTS IN CONFERENCE. 


Belfast is a city of conferences. This 
week we have had delegates representing 
the National Federation of Newsagents. 
Booksellers and Stationers, from Great 
Britain and the Free State. joining with 
the Northern Ireland branch in the con- 
sideration of questions affecting their busi- 
ness. The organisation is one of the most 
powerful of shopkeepers’ movements, and 
two of its main objects are to secure 
“distance limit protection’’--to prevent 
the overlapping of shops in a district for 
the sale of newspapers—and the main 
tenance of prices. 

The sessions of the conference were held 
in private, official reports heing issued, 
and a great deal of nseful business was 
done. The coupon trading svstem was con- 
demned as ‘‘unfair end pernicious,’’ and it 
was agreed that te Pederation should sup- 
port all other shopkeeping movements in 
an itens ve against it. and give 
their backing to for parlia- 
mentary powers to make coupon trading 
iVeval.

Elsewhere in the report they ex- 
press the opinion that the charge for 
rates is not a determining factor in in- 
fluencing each agriculturist as to whether 
he will continue in production or not. 


PROBABLE EFFECTS OF RELIEF. 

In considering the probable economic 
efrects on production and employment of the 
granting of.rate relief, the Report examines 
the results of previous measures of relief. 

‘he most important of those was the reduc- 
tion of rent following the Land Law Acts and 
Zand purchase Jegistation. The aggregate re- 
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Government machin: would in rural areas be 
in the bands of a section of the community 
whose interest in economical administration 
would be negligtble. A proper solution of 
this difficulty would entail a revision of the 
franchise. The difficulty would remain even 
if something less than complete relief from | 
ates were given. There would be a ten- 
dency on the part of lotal authorities to in- 
crease expenditure, in the knowledge or 
expectation that further relief would be 
granted at a later date. A reduction of 
the financial responsibility of the loca] elec- 
torate would lead to a loss of the sense of 
civic responsibility, which is so essential ‘to 
sound local government, and the gradual 
decay in a sense of local responsibility would 
necessitate a hasty and belated . reconstruc- 
tion of the Local Government system. 

The majority, recognising that a decision | 
to afford substantial relief from rates would 
entail a reorganisation of the machinery of 
local government, point out that the 
problem of local govermment is more im- 
portant than the problem of de-rating, and 
that the logical course to adopt before <*- 
ciding on any fundamental changes in the 
present system of local government would 
be to examine that system as a whole, par- 
ticularly from the point of view of efficiency 
and economy, mall consider what changes 
could usefully be made, apart altogether 
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from the question of derating, and the 
problem of deciding what change should 
follow a measure of de-rating would then be 
implified. 
I TAXATION AND COST OF LIVING. 
The Commission examined the quesiion 0! 
transferring loca] services to the Central 
Governmentgas a possible means of affording 
rehef from Na and concludes that such a

The report definitely rejects the sugges

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distribution of benefits to have regard to the 
working of tlie tax system as a whole, and 
the manner in which, as a whole, the body 
of services provided by publie expenc.ture 
are shared by the comimunity. . 
On the basis of the 1926 census it is esti- 
mated that the agricultural community re- 
presents 57 per cent. of the total population 
of the Saorstat; it contributes 30 per cent. 
of the total revenue, central and loeal, and 
receives 59 per cent. of the benefits of the 
total central and local expenditure. In 
this connection it is peimted out that 
while the cost of road repairs «nd mainten- 
ance in rural areas is increased by 75 per 
eent., and the eost of mental hospitals falling 
on County Councils by 82 per cent., as cein- 
pared with 1913-14, the cost of certain ser- 
viees provided for out of national taxation, 
from which the farmer derives his full share 
of benefit, has increased still more. ( 
sag sn per pupil on primary educat:on 
as imereased 200 per cent. The expenditure 
per head of population cn all educaticn has 
mereased 225 per cent. The cost of the Lznd 
Commission per head of the population Aas 
increased 215 per cent. The cost of the De- 
artment of Agriculture on a similar basis 
há increased 466 per cent., and the cost of 
the police on the same basis fas imcreased 
130 per cent. 

The national income is taken as £170,000 ,900: 
Of this, at least £65,000,000, or a AR | 
40 per. cent., represents the agricul 
tural community’s share. Assaming that the 
margin above a bare subsistence level is a 
guide to a taxable capacity, and taking en 
average figure of 20s. a week as a bare sub 
sistence level for a family of five im the eomn- 
try and 30s. a week for a corresponding 
family in the towns, the margin available to 
agriculturists is £47,€00,000, as ecainst 
85,000,0000 for non-agriculturists, The ratio 
between the “taxable margins” available to 
agriculturists and non-agriculturists, respec- 
tively, is, therefore 1: 1.8, whereas the total 
revenue is contributed in the ratio 1: 2.5. 
The transfer of the total burden of rates 
from agriculturists to non-agriculturists would 
make the ratio for rexsenue 1:3.4. 
revenue raised from agriculturists represents 
19.6 per cent. of the taxable margin, whereas 
that raised from non-agriculturists represents 
25.3 per cent. If the farmers were relieved of 
rates on land and farm buildings, the pro- 
portion of revenue to be raised from agri- 
culturists would represent 14.9 per cent. of 
the taxable margin, while the proportion 
raised from non-agrieulturists would represent 
27.9 per cent. The report observes that the 
general picture will not be materially affected 
if the bare subsistence level is placed at any 
other figures that can reasonably be justified. 

The conclusion cf the majority is that 
agriculturists are contributing to. taxation 
rather less than might be justified. The in- 
vestigation demonstrates that witnesses have 
failed to substantiate their contention that 
agriculturists ar? contributing more ‘than 
their fair share of tlio burden of taxation. 

SOLVING THE FARMERS’ PROBLEM. 

The report points out that agriculturists 
spend some £7 million annually on tobacco 
and alcoholic drink; that the percentage of 
deposits in the J’ost Office) Savings Bank, 
which may be attributed to agriculturists, 
rose from 27.1] per cent. in December, 1920, 
to 28.3 in 19?7, 28.9 in 1928, and 29.1 at the 
end. of 1929. 1 was also found as a result ot 
investigation made by the Bank of Ireland 
that the proportion of its deposit agcounts 
attributable to agriculturists rose from. 51.03 
per cent. ut the 3lst December, 1925, to 52.32 
at the end of 1929; and there is no reason 
to think that this experience is not typical 
of the experience of all Saorstat banks.

istimated at apprximately £4,000,000, which 
nearly double t#e relief that would now be 
fiorded by the total remission of rates on 
gricultural land and buildings. Concur- 
ently with this relief substantial expenditure 
om public funds has been incurred on im- 
provements of a productive character on 
enants' holdings; sums amounting’ to 
“4,500,000 have been spent on such improve- 
ments during the last three decades. The 
eport contains detailed statistics, and points 
ut that such changes as have taken place 
re a continuation of an earlier trend, which 
an be traced hack 4o at least 1865—that is, 
o a point before any reductions in rents 
sere made. The volume and trend of agri- 
ultural production are only partially deter- 
mined by the level of the expenses of pro- 
duction, and the influence of any single item 
of overhead charges is so slight as to be 
negligible. Many factors were in operation: 
there was a growth in the co-operative move- « 
ment; the Department of Agriculture and 
the County Committees of Agriculture had 
begun their work of edification and organisa- 
ion; the feeling of security of tenure was 
another important factor—to these, rather 
han to the reduction of rent, must be 
scribed the credit, for any improvement 
which took place in Irish agriculture as a 
onsequence of these Acts. The prices obtain- 
able for agricultural produce were relatively 
high, and was steadily rising, The statistics 
for the first decade of the century clearly 
give no reason for believing that an increase 
in production and vment afforded by 
agriculture would follow from derating ; the 
majority are satisfied that the level and 
movement of agricultural prices has for a 
century been the paramount factor in deter- 
lining the trend and volume of agricu!tural 
rodiction. Unless circumstances are 
n other respects avourable to an 
nerease of production, the granting of rate 
elief would not have much, if any, effect. 
n the other hand, if circumstances are such 
ms to favour an increase in agricultural pro- 
duction the granting of relief to secure it 
would not be necessary, and the increase of 
roduction would take place in any event. 
‘his argument applies to complete de-rating ; 
go far from thinking that there would be 
nerely a proportionate fall in production 
following partial relief, the majority hold the 
riew that unless rates were to be wholly re- 
mitted the economic effect on production 
would in any circumstances be negligible. 


LOCAL ADMINISTRATION AND 
FINANCE. 

The report gives tables which show that 
e valuation of agricultural land represents 
h an average 81 per cent. of the valuation 
rural areas the cost of providing exemption 
om rates on agricultural land and farm 
buildings on the basis of the rates levfed in 
929-1950 would be £2,230,000 per annum, 
pnd the effect of this, making allowance for 
the other grants at present in existence would 
be that about 95 per cent. of the total 
revenues of county councils drawn from 
sources other than rates levied by them. In 
particular counties the percentage would be 
still higher. The State has already on 
peveral occasions relieved rates on agricul- 
ural Jand and buildings; this would justify 
nh expectation on the part of local authorities 
hat relief would he given again if the rates 


fuctions in rent charges in the Saorstat is 
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revenue by currenvy wffation, or by a 
scheme which combined road construction 
with de-rating, It also dismisses a proposal 
for reduction of sinking funds. . : 

It is observed that the Commission were 
not expected to carry out an exhaustive 
examination of the possible consequences 0! 
the taxation necessary to provide various 
degrees of relief. It is pointed out, however, 
that if any attempt were made in existing 
circumstances to raise an additional sum even 
approaching £2, mallions per annum, a sub- 
stantial proportion of the burden would in- 
evitably be passed on to agriculturists. 
Moreover. the effects of taxation are not con- 
fined to the taxpayer; they are felt by his 
employés and by producers and distributers 
who supply them with commodities for con- 
sumption. It would clearly be undesirable to 
increase taxation on the non-agricultural sec- 
tion of the community in a period of depres- 
sion; the taxpayers providing the additional 
revenue would have less to spend in other 
directions, and the imposition would affect 
the yield of existing taxes; and such a sub- 
stantial addition to central taxation at the 
present time would result in a serious set- 
back to public confidence. 

In connection with suggestions that the 
money should be found by taxation oí 
luxuries, the report points out that the de- 
mand for these and the revenue they yield is 
by no means stable, and is liable to diminish 
in a period of depression. ‘The additional 
vield from increased taxation on luxuries, on 
the scale which would be necessary to finance 
de-rating, would be reflected in a shrinkage 
of the demand, and the additional yield, if 
any, would be disproportionate to the in- 
crease. , 

The imposition of additional taxes on 
| necessaries would lead to an increase in the 
cost of living. The additional burden falling 
on the consumer is considerably greater than 
the actual additional duty levied, and would, 
therefore, be much. greater than the amount 
of relief that could be afforded to agricul- 
turists as a result of such taxation. If 
the taxes -were levied on commodities 
of general consumption among the agricul- 
tural section of the community, that section 
would lese on balance; this applies with 
particular force to the small scale farmer 
whose payment for rates is small, but whose 
consumption of necessaries is relatively high 
and inelastic, and whose ‘contribution to any 
indirect taxation of those necessaries is in 
consequence heavy. 

The report emphasises the necessity of a 
relatively stable cost of living figure. This is 
particularly true in the case of industrial pro- 
duction employing a high proportion of wage 
labour. Any serious rise in the cost of living 
would involve an increase of wage rates if 
real wages were not to be reduced, which, in 
turn, would entail an increase in the price 
of the finished articles. The disturbing effect 
on industrial production would more than. 
counter-balance any advantage industry might 
hope to secure from derating. The ultimate 
efiect on the large séale farmer who employs 
agricultural labourers would also be serious. 

THE QUESTION OF EQUITY. 

The Report examines a case made by wit- 
nesses on the following grounds: (a) that the 
mcrease in the burden of rates on land as 
compared with the pre-war period is dis- 
proportionate to the increase in the price the

The majority observe that agriculturists are 
not the only taxpayers who could point to an 
increase in taxation disproportionate to the 
change in the price level. Bates in rural 
areas on agricultural land and buildings as 
compared with 1910-11 have increased 94 per 
cent. On the other hand, income tax. Cor- 
poration profits tax and exeess profits duty 


| taken together have increased 485 per cent., 


stamp duties have imcreased 120 ner cent.. 
estate duties 100 per cent., and motor vehicles 
duties 6,500 per cent. 

It is pointed out that the second argument 
is based on the novel and erroneous principle 
that the only lecal services for which a 
‘farmer should be responsible are those which 
are of benefit to himself—services which he 


would have to provide if the public autho- 


‘ity did net provide thém. This would ex- 
ude the relief of the poor, the care of the 
‘k amd insane, and other services which 

every civilised community considers neces- 

sary. The cost of such services could not 
le recovered from those who require them, 


pn the social and political life of the country. 

[he effect of de-rating would be that 
spproxim’tely 95 per cent. of the expendi 
lure of County Councils would be provided 
from sources other than rates, while the 
great bulk of the amount levied in tates 
would be contributed by a very limited 
number of ratepwyers, and it would. be 
nearly impossible on the present basis of 
local -franchise for these ratepayers to ob- 
tain adequate representation on local bodies.

Imperfections 
from a theoretical or practical point of view 
in a pertieular tax may be compensated by 
a eg oí another tax. Similarly, the 
cost of a particular service may net he appor- 
tioned in the same manner as the benefits it | 
confers.

Í efforts of the !and-owners and farmers during 


the last eentury to shift om to the genera 
taxpayer their part of lecal rates have sne- 
ceeded in obtaining gubstantial relief; the 
general taxpayer in the Saorstat now pays 
rates for farmers to the extent of £1,198,000 
a year. Notwithstanding the increase in 
ratez:, Government grants and other 
Exchequer payments to and on behalf of local 
authoriiui2s are not less to-day in proportion 
to rates than they were in previots years. 
The repetition of concessions of this kind 
may tend to encourage agricuiturists in a 
period of general depression to expect assist- 
ance at the expense of other taxpayers, who 
“re probably not mors fortunately placed 
than themselves. A comparatively slight fall 
in the prices of our main agricultural pro- 
ducts would, within the short space of a year, 
mean & greater loss to agriculturists than 
the whole amount represented by rates on 
agricultural land and farm buildings; fluctua- 
tions in the prices of such products depend 
on factors almost entirely outside the control 
of the Saorstat Government, and they can 
be met or provided for ‘only by renewed 
efforts on the part of those engaged in the 
agricultural industry. The claim for relief 
from rates is, in essence, a claim that a sub- 
stantial portion of the income of the non- 
agricultural sections of the community should 
be transferred annually to agriculturists. The 
intention of those who sponsor this proposal 
is, no doubt, that the transfer should be 
made from those whose incomes are on the 
average higher than the imeomes of agri- 
culturists: But 'it would be difficult in 
practice to give full effect to that intention; 
and in any event the adoption of a taxation

Three- 
fourths of the Saorstat farmers de not empley 
hired labour, and they are, therefore, free 
from the embarrassment’ caused by a rigid 
wage-level in a pevied ef falling prices ; even 
where hired labour is employed, it is well 
recognised that the wage iealtuea! 
labourers in the Saorstat is relatively elastic. 
Moreover, the farmer caw produce on his own 
holding enough to provide sustenance for 
himself and his family. and, under existing 
conditions, he is assured of péssession of a

PARTIAL DE-RATING. 
The minority are not in favour of complete 
de-rating. Some of them held that owners of 
land occupy a special position in the com- 
munity, and have a special liability, irrespec- 
tive of their present economic position, to 
meet the obligations and assume the duties 
which their citizeaship imposes on them 
Total de-rating would moreover, create 
administrative problems almost —— of 
solution in the present stage of evolution of 
local government, and wou!d be more than 
sufficient to offset the advantage which tle 
British farmer has, secured by the recent de- 
rating scheme in Great Britain. Finally, the 
cost (estimated at £2,230,000) is so great as 
to make it extremely probable either that the 
assumption of the burden by the non-agricul- 
tural community would result m grave 
economic injury to the State or that a large 
share of the burden would necessarily fall 
back om the agricultural community, alter- 
native consequences which the minority are 
equally anxious to avoid. Accordingly, they 
recommend a measure of de-rating the cost of 
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Expenditure on measures calculated to 
improve methods of production and quality 
of products leading ultimately-to reduction m 
the cost of production, and the realisation 
of better prices for produce, as a result of 
improvement in quality, 1s, elearly, more 
beneficial than unconditional subsidies to those 
engaged in- the agricultural industry. It 1s, 
clearly, desirable to induce and assist agrt- 
culturists to improve their position by their 
own efforts rather than encourage them to 
leok to other sections of the community for 
direct monetary assistance. 


ASSISTING AGRICULTURE, 

The majority have no hesitation in 
emphasising the view that, so long as there 
is anv room for improvement of the agricul- 
tural industry by the adoption of methods 
of the kind it recommends, and any prospect 
of hastening that improvement by State ex 
penditure, there could be no adequate justifi- 
cation for applying to the relief of rates on 
agricultural land and buildings any money 
which may be made available for assisting 
agriculture. This argument applies with 
particular force to a period of depression, 
when non-agricultural sections of. the com 
munity:on which the burden of new taxa- 
tion. would presumably fall are, generally 


which would be £1,200;000 per annum. 

While in substantial agreement with the 
views of the majority on the question of 
taxation, the minority think that the 
cost of their proposals could be met by the 
proceeds of a duty on imported petrol and 
by an increase of the standard rate of income 
tax. ‘ 

The measure recommended is the increase 
of the agricultural grant to each county to a 
sum equal to three-fourths of the gross 
general rates leviable off agricultural land 
in that county, bat no lecal authority should 
be penalised because the rate which it has 
struck under-estimates tts liabilities, and, on 
the other hand, no local authority should 
receive a special benefit because it was pro- 
viding in 1930-31 (which should be the basis 
of calculation for the initial grant) for 
abnormal non-recurrent obhgations. The 
Minority also recommend that the amount of 
the grant should keep in step with the rise 
or faill in local rates; that it should be fixed 
in the first instance for five years, and then 
be reassessed on the basis of the average 
gross general rate in each county for the 
preceding five years, 

An addendum to the Minorit 
signed by Mr, Cussen and Mr. ó 
commends that, as soon as the financial posi- 
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tion of the State permits, steps should be 
taken to provide for the final exemption c 
from all rates of the first £15 or first £20 
valuation of; agricultural land of each hold- 
ing, a compensating agricultural grant bein 
made to recoup the loss to local councils’ | p 
revenue. 2 


SECOND MINORITY - 
REPORT. 


Mr. Greene is of opinion that the import- 
ance of the charge for rates af an item in 
agricultural expenses is considerable, and 
absorbs money which would be utilised in 
agriculture for productive purposes. He is 
conclusively satisfied that agriculture is at 
present. in a very depressed condition. Cer- 
tain nomagricu!tural witnesses did not sub- 
scribe to this view, but he claims that they 
furnished no evidence to the contrary. 

He considers that the proper course igs not 
to introduce any temporary scheme of relief, 
but to put agriculture in its correct position 
in regard to taxation, with a view to reliev- 
ing the industry permanently from any 
_inequity that may exist. He is definitely of 
opinion that all the money made available 
by the relieving of agricultural land and 
buildings fram rates would be employed in 
undertaking additional production and giving 
additional employment. 

Mr. Greene constders that if the Central 
Government. undertakes financial responsibility 
for local services stricter control would have 
to he imposed on the authority of local 
bodies. He also contemplates smaller Councils 
and fewer meetings. 

He recommends that agricultural land and 
buildings should be liable for rates to the 
extent only of Is. in the £ on present valua- 
tions, and that.this rate should be stabilised 
and be unalterable, except by legislation. 

The cost of reads should be financed by 
those who use them, and for this purpose he 
recommends that a general wheel tax should 


speaking, themselves adversely affected by 
slackness of trade, and by .the fact that the 
fall in prices has increased proportionately 
the real burden of existing taxation; they 
should accordingly not be subjected to new 
taxation for the purpose of meeting ex 
penditure which will bring no adequate re- 
turn, The financial benefit te agriculturists 
themselves from the adoption of measures 
of this kind would, in the long run, be much 
yreater than ‘that which would result from 
even complete relief from rates. Such 
methods of affording assistance, besides en- 
suring some economic return (in the form 
of increased production and employment) to 
the community as a whole, would carry the 
additional advantages that they would be 
of particular benefit to the small farmer; 
the expenditure involved would be subject 
to control by the taxing authority; the re 
sults achieved could be measured against 
the cost incurred; when the desired object 
had been attained in one direction, the money 
which thereby became available could be 
diverted to some other productive channel; 
and, finally, the present system of local 
finance and administration would be un 
affected, even when the direction of that 
expenditure has been changed from one pro: 
ductive channel to another. 

The cost of providing total remission of 
rates on industrial and fretght transport 
hereditaments would be £238,000. The 
majority come to the conclusion that, while 
the relief of rates on industrial heredita- 
ments would be appreciable, it could not 
be said to offer any prospect of substantially 
increasing production and _ employment. 
Total or partial de-rating of transport here- 
ditaments for the purpose of reducing trans 
port charges would not materially improve 
the prospect of securing imereased produc- 
tion and employment from the direct de- 
rating of agricultural and industrial here 
ditaments. Finally, if it were decided on 
general grounds to grant assistance to 3n- 
dustry and transport undertakings, more 
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suitable methods than derating could be 
found. "

The report analyss in detail the United 
Kingdom consumption of beef, veal and 
cattle, mutton, Jamb and sheep, pig meat 
and pigs, poultry, eggs and butter.

It is pointed out 
that 25 per cent. of the cattle produced in 
England for consumption, and 50 per cent, 
of those produced in Scotland were from 
stores imported from the Saorstat, so that 
British and Saq}stat producers, so far 
from being competitors in this market, are 
largely co-operators. Taken over rela- 


| tively long periods the price levels of prime 


quality and the lower quality articles move 
in unison, and over-production or dump- 
ing of the lower quality article leading to 
a fall in its price will force a reduction in 
the price of the higher quality article.

RIO DE JANEIRO, Thursday, 

Twenty-one workmen were killed and 
ninety-seven injured in a disastrous ex- 

losion which occurred today in 
ee ell the capita) of the. State of Rio 
de Janeiro. 

The explosion took place in the naval 
arsenal. 

A Jarge machine shop was complete]; 
destroyed, and houses and other buildings 
in the vicinity were extensis®ly damaged 
by the concussion. The whole district was 
covered with a pall of smoke, and the air 
was thick with fumes. 

Rescue operations were immediately 
started. Helpers .entering the wrecked 
shop were appalled by the sight of nearly 
two hundred mangled bodies, covered with 
débris of all kinds. As soon as they could 
approach the rescuers removed the injured, 
but very soon the Jocal hospital was full, 
and the only course was to take the others 
across the bay to Rio de Janeiro itself. 

The origin of the explosion is not 
certain, but it is believed to have been 
caused by the explosion of a torpedo, con- 
taining about three hundred pounds of 
high explosives. The shop where the ex- 
plosion occurred was used for loading 
torpedoes, 

In addition to the complete destruction 
of this building a three storey construc- 
tion close by was also wrecked.

With a view to 
preventing the spread of infectious disease 
by these knights of the road, the owner of 
the caravans is bound under penalty of fine 
to adopt all reasonalile precautions that may 
he ordered by the Medical Officer of Haalth 
for the preventing of the spread of the 
disease; to give twenty-four hours’ notice to 
the Medical Officer of Health of any inten- 
tion to remove a caravan in which there has 
been infectious disease; and to keep the van 
away from any place which may be devoted 
to purpeses of public amusement.

There is, however, one aspect of the life of 
the timkers in which something should be 
done by the State. That is, the education 
of the children of these people. There are 
thousands of these little ones, and im the 
course-of their journeys through the country 
they have little chance of attending school, 
(lespite all the laws of compulsory education. 
it is true that the children are required to 
attend school, but, owimg to the nature of 
their lives, they go to school in a certain 
town and attend it for a few days, after 
which they move off te the next village, 
where, perhaps, they go into a new school. 
This sort of education is unsatisfactory, both 
from the point of view of the teacher. and 
ansatisfactory for the 


_cause he learns something in the school and 
| them goes to another seheol in a new district. 


where, perhaps, he learns the same thing 
over again. The result is that little or no 
progress 1s made by the wandering pupil. 
Again, it is a fact that these children usualiv 
fish thew scholastic career at the age of 
about fourteen, andl, when all the changes 
are taken inte account, they cannot have 
aavanced much further than the second or 
third book. Js it remarkable, therefore, that 
they grow up ignorant and uneducated ”

of vaccination by the local authorities of the 
district m which they were born.

TFROOPS LANDED IN 
MADEIRA. 


OPERATIONS “ACCORD- 
ING TO PLAN.” 


From Revrer’s Compmesponpent. 
LISBON, Thursday. 

Something is happening at last in 
Madeira. Operations have begun, and a 
landing party is declared to have ‘‘oecupied 
positions according to plan,' with com- 
plete success. 

This information is contained in a tele- 
gram from the Minister of Marine, who is 
acting as Commander-in-Chief of the 
Governmental expeditionary foree, to the 
Government, in which it is stated— 
‘‘ Operations have been begun with com- 
plete success. A detachment has been 
landed without encounterin,; any resist- 
ance and without the need of any co- 
operation from the naval units. The forces 
have oceupied positions according to 
plan.” 

This announcement, the last phrase of 
which is reminiscent of communiqués 
issued during the Great War, clearly indi- 
cates that the talks between the Minister 
of Marine and the Bishop of Funchal, who 
has been doing his utmost to aveid blood- 
shed, have come to an end. 

The ultimatum, in which the Madeir 
rebels were informed that the island would 
be.bombarded at 5 p.m. on Tuesday if they 
did not surrender, was sus while 
the bishop acted as inte between 
the rebels and the Government forces. 
The Government insisted on unconditional 
surrender, and this message was delivered 
to the rebels.

DUBLIN HARBOUR 
DUES. 


REDUCTIONS TO COME 
INTO FORCE IN JUNE. 


—-€— 


At the weekly meeting of the Dublin Port 
and Docks Board vesterday a resolution was 
passed unanimously reducing the harbour 
dues from: the lst of June, 1951. The estr- 
mated saving affected by this resolution to 


payers of dues is £16,000 per annum. The | 


reduced dues. are as follows :— 

On foreign vessels arriving in the port 
fiom any foreign or Colonia] port the tonnage 
dues shall be charged at the rate of 93d. 
fov every ton of the registered tonnage. 

A rate of S$d. for every ten of the regis- 
tened tonnage shall be charged upon any 
Vessel arriving in the port coastwise from 
any part of the United Kingdom, or from 
any place not within the port of Dublin, for 
every voyage such vessels shall make. 


a reduction of ‘a halfpenny in the dues on 
every registered top, while coastwise vessels 
are favoured to the extent of a penny less 
In every ton. 

The dues on goods under the new regula- 


tion shall be goods imported subject to a re-, 


duction of 3 per cent., and exported goods 


subject to a reduction of 10 per cent. 
HALF TONNAGE RATES. 


In the following cases half tonnage rates 
will be charged :— 

Any vessel entering the port for the pur- 
pose of landing or embarking passengers and 
their personal luggage and/or mails only, and 
not loadmmg or discharging cargo, providing 
such vessels: did uot remain within the port 


for more than twenty-ieur consecutive hours. 


Any ship entexing the port from any over- 
seas port, with cargo for Dublin, and land 
ing or embarking passengers or mails, aed 
discharging only such amount of cargo as is 


less than one-half of the registered tonnage | 


of such vessel. 


Any vessel entering the port on an excur- | 


sion trip only, and not remaining within the 


port for more than seven consecutive hours | 


during the trip. 


Any ship entering the port throuch stress | 


of weather or for repairs, or to use the 
graving dock or ships, er for a supply of 
coal or stores for the vessel's consumption 
only, and not dischargivg or Joading catgo 
or landing or embarking passengers, 

In the latter case also the total or partial 
uploading of cargo im connection with the 
repair of a ship must not bé deemed a dis- 
charge of cargo if the cargo so diseharged 
is afterwards reloaded into the same vessel.

FURTHER OPPOSITION,

Customs duty on all imported sole, insole, 
and harness lvather and manufactured 
harness, was submitted at vesterday’s meet- 
ing of the Tarif Commission in the Board- 
room of the Department ef Agriculture, 
Dublin.

Evidence on benalf of the United Tanners’ 
Federation, London, was given by Mr. J. J. 
Withershaw, wauaging director, Penketh 
Tanning. Company, Warrington, Lancashire, 
who is a past president of the Federation. 
He said that there had been an improvement 
in the quality of leather for repairs imported 
into this coumtry.. Hi a tariff were hnposed 
he could not see how those in the imdustry 
could get supplies. The chief source of hide 
supply was South America. Irish hides were 
not used much for sole leather, because they 
were rather light for this purpose. : 

Dr. E. C. Snow, manager, United Tanners’ 
Federation, London, said that there were 150 
tanneries in Great Britain, and their output 
ranged from 7,000 down to 500 hides per 
Week, with a few smaller ones. Lf a tariff 
were imposed on imported leather it ‘might 
have an adverse effect on the trade in Irish 
hides. 

Evidence on behalf of the Association of 
Factors, Merchants and Importers of Leather, 
Hides and Tanning Materials (Incorporated) 
was given by Mr. J. ©. Weir, of Messrs. 
Schroder, Mitchell and Weir, Glasgow, who 
saul that a tariff of 25 per cent. on imported 
sole leather would increase the price of boots 
and boot repairs to users in this country. 

Mr. P. J. Murphy, saddler, South King 
street, Dublin, on behalf of a number. of 
Dubhn saddlers, said that the number of 
harness-makers in Dublin had largely de- 
eimed during the past ten years.

Speaking of meals for school children, he 
saw no reason why the children could not 
be provided with brown bread and milk, 
which were highly nourishing foods. 

WHERE SANATORIA FAIL. 

As regards tuberculosis, sanatoria had done 
their part, but they were only a means to an 
end. When people left sanatoria and went 
back to small, ill-ventilated and insanitary 
rooms, they either fell back into the old 
condition or contracted the disease afresh. 
People should setter houses—that was 
the root of the v “le problem. One of the 
greatest scandals in the Citv of Dublin was 
the amount of rent charged to poor people 
for smal] rooms. 

Mr. BRODERICK (Labour, Longford- 
Westmeath) protested against what he 
described as the undue delay of the Minister 
and his Department in dealing with schemes 
for the erection of houses by local authort- 
ties. The Minister, he said, amid laughter, 
seemed to have concrete on the brain lately, 
and altogether forgot that brick houses were 
more durable, and had also the great 
advantage of giving much-needed employment 
in brickworks

By, Our SPECIAL CORRASPONDhNT, 
The life of the tinkers, moving from town 
to town in search, of a livelihood, may be 
considered by some a life free from care apd 


worry and filled with the joys of the open, 


road. Some may. even, crmticise-the law. whith 
permits these wandering souls to. park thew. 
caravans and graze their animals along ‘the 
roadside, and suggest that restrictions syould 
be piaced upon, tnem, confimng them to cer- 
tain areas.

Act of 1925 powers 
were given to local.

draw up _ bye-laws 
tending to make 
caravan dwellings 
clean, and fit places 
for habitation. At 
intervals Loca] 
Guvernment Inspectors can visit these places 
and inspect them, 

The bye-laws set out that the octupier of 
a van used for habitation shall cause the 
internal surface ‘and the floor to he 
thoroughly cleansed from time to time, 
as — as may be requisite for keep- 
Ing he van in a clealv condition. 
Again, the occupier is required, to provide 
adequate means of proper ventilation, to 
keep the van reasonably weatherproof, to 
provide sufficient receptacles for the storage 
of clean water, and te ensure that a sufficient 
supply of clean water for the use of the 
inmates is kept in the van. With a view to 
preventing the spread of infectious disease 
bv these knights of the road, the owner of, 
the caravans’ is bound under penalty of fine 
to adopt all reasonable precautions that may 
be ordered by the Medical Officer of Health 
for the preventing of the spread of the 
disease; to give twenty-four hours’ notice to 
the Medical Officer of Health of any inten- 
tion to remove a caravan in which there has 
been infectious disease; and to keep the van 
away from any place which may be devoted 
to purposes of public amusement. In addi- 
tion, he mav not remove the van ont of the 
district until it has been properly disinfected ; 
and le is required to provide sufficient re- 
ceplacies for refuse. He is not. permitted to 
deposit any solid or liquid, filth within thirty 
feet of the front of the van, or in any place 
so as to cause a nuisance, 7”

There is, however, one aspect of the life of 
the timkers in which something should be 
That is, the education 
of the children of these people. There are 
thousands of these little ones, ‘and in the 
course of their journeys through the-country 


| they lave little chance of attending school, 


standard in | 
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despite all the laws of compulsory education. 
Jt is true that the children are required to 
attend school, but, owing to the nature of 
their lives, they go to school in a certain 
town and attend it for a few days, after 
which they move off to the next village, 
where, perhaps, they go into a new school. 
This sort of education is unsatisfactory, both 
from the point of view of the teacher and 
the pupil. It is wnsatisfactory for the 
teacher, since he must put up with drifting 
pupils, and unsatisfactory for the pupil, »be- 
cause he learns something in the school and 
then goes to another school in a new district, 
where, perhaps, he learns the same thing 
over again. The result is that little or no 
progress 1s made by the wandering pupil. 
Again, it is a fact that these children usually 
finish their scholastic career at the age of 
about fourteen, and, when all the changes 
are taken into account, they cannot have 
advanced much further than the second or 
third book. Js it remarkable, therefore, that 
they grow up ignorant and uneducated 7 

Ir was officially informed in the coursé of 
my inguiries that most of the tinkers 4re 
vaccinated, It seems that the majority of 
them are born in county hospitals, where they 
are registered and examined for the purposes 
of vaccination by the local authorities of the 
district m which they were born. It is ditfti- 
cult to understand, however, how apy local 
authority can keep in touch with people who 
Jcave a district without the slightest warning.

TROOPS LANDED IN 
MADEIRA.

OPERATIONS “ACCORD. 
ING TO PLAN.” 


From Revrer’s CORRESPONDENT, 
LISBON, Thursday. 

Something is happening at last in 
Madeira. Operations have begun, and a 
landing party is declared to have ‘‘oecupied 
positions according to plan,” with com- 
plete success. 

This information is contained in a tele- 
gram from the Minister of Marine, who is 
acting as. Commander-in-Chief of the 
Governmental expeditionary force, to the 
Government, in which it is stated— 
‘‘ Operations have been begun with com- 
plete success. A detachment has been 
landed without encounterin, any resist- 
ance and without the need of any co- 
operation from the naval units. The forces 
have oceupied positions according to 
plan.” 

This announcement, the last phrase of 
which is reminiscent of communiqués 
issued during the Great War, clearly indi- 
cates that the talks between the Minister 
of Marine and the Bishop of Funchal, who 
has been doing his utmost to aveid blood- 
shed, have come to an end. 

The ultimatum, im which the Madeira 
rebels were informed that the island would 
be bombarded at 5 pm. om Tuesday if they 
did not surrender, was sus while 
the bishop acted as inte between 
the rebels and the Govermment forces. 
The Government insisted on unconditional 
surrender, and this message was delivered 
to the rebels. 

A more forcible method of conveying the 
Government’s orders has now been 
adopted, as the communiqué shows.

A rate of Sid. for every ton of the regis- 
tened tonnage shall be charged upon any 
vessel arriving in the port coastwise from 
any part of the United Kingdom, or from 
any place not within the port of Dublin, for 
every voyage such vessels shall make, 

In the case of foreign ships this constitutes 
a reduction of a halfpenny in the dues on 
every registered ton, while coastwise vessels 
are favonred to the extent of a penny less 
in every ton. 

The dues on goods under the new regula- 
tion shall be goods imported subject to a re- 
duction of 3 per cent., and exported goods 
subject to a reduction of 10 per cent. 


HALF TONNAGE RATES. 


In the following cases half tonnage rates 
will be charged :— 

Any vessel entering the port for the pur- 
pose of landing or:embarking passengers and 
their personal luggage and/or mails only, and

Any ship entering the port through stress 
of weather or for repaivs, or to use the 
graving dock or ships, er for a supply of 
coal or stores for the vessel's consumption 
only, and not dischargivg or Joading cargo 
or landing or embarking passengers, 

Ip the latter case also the total or partial 
uploading of cargo im connection with the 
repair of a ship must not be deemed a dis- 
charge of cargo if the cargo so disebarged 
is afterwards reloaded into the same vessel. 


TANNERS’ CALL FOR 
TARIFF. 


FURTHER OPPOSITION, 


Further evidence in opposition to the 
application by the Irish Free State Tanners’ 
Federation for a 25 per cent. ad valorem 
Customs duty on all imported sole, insole, 
aud harness lvather and manufactured 
harness, was submitted at yesterday's meet- 
ing of the Tarifé Commission in the Beard- 
room of the Department ef Agriculture, 
Dublin.

He said that there had been an improvement 
in the quality of leather for repairs imported 
into this country. Hi a tariff were nmposed 
he could not see how those im the isdusiry 
could get supplies. The chief source of hide 
supply was South America, Irish hides were 
not used much for sole leather, because they 
were rather light fur this purpose. : 

Dr. E. C. Snow, manager, United Tanners’ 
Federation, Leadon, said that there were 150 
tanneries in Great Britain, and their output 
ranged from 7,000 down to 500 hides per 
week, with a few smaller ones. lí a tariff 
were imposed on imported leather it might 
have an adverse effect on the trade in Irish 
hides. 

Evidence on behalf of the Association of 
Factors, Merchants and Importers of Leather, 
Hides and Tanning Materials (Incorporated) 
was given by Mr. J. ©. Weir, of Messrs. 
Schreder, Mitchell and Weir, Glasgow, who 
saul that a tariff of 25 per cent. on imported 
sole leather would imcrease the price of boots 
and boot repairs to users in this country.

FIVE YEARS FOR MAN 
BEHIND THEM. 


~ (BEFORE JUDGE DAVITT.) 

Thomas Berawell (45), and three boys, 
William Hittiard, Fhomas Kearns and Patrick 
Loftus, pleaded not guilty to sixteen charges 
of breaking and entering licensed premises 
in. various parts of the city, and stealing 
money and goods. 

A boy, named John Kelly, who had already 
pleaded guilty to charges in connection wit 
the same offences, described’ the manner In 
which the premises were entered. Barnwell, 
he said, useally waited outside the premises 
while the boys committed the robberies. 

Asked by the judge whether they wished 
to ask the witness any question, each of the 
boys said, ‘‘ I was not there.”
